Had we 
an experimental farm, the immigration 
agent's first duty, snd pleasure pre- 
sumably, would be to conduct not only ( 
delegations, but ali new settlers to the 
farm, where the officials would exhibit 
and explais all sections -to the in 
quirers. They would find in i an 
object lesson, thoroughls reliable, show- 
ing the best results obtainabic, from 
all kinds of seed, of grain which could 
be grown here ; they would zee how all 
kinds of stock should be treated im order 
to make them moet profitable. Aftera 
visit to such a farm a settler would 
need only to examine the lands open | 
for settlement with a view to location, 
whereas now he has a somewhat long 
process to go through, by enquiring 
amongst farmers, before he can gain an | 


accurate knowledge of what can be 
done here. Another benefit of such a 


farm would be that farmers already 
here would learn from the practical 
scientific methods adopted by the super- 
intendent, how to improve their own 
methods so as toensure like results to 
those obtained on the experimenta: 
farm. Climatic ehanges and their in- 
fluence on crops would be studied, and 
accurate knowledge obtained which 
would also be of immense benefit to the 
whole country. The annual reports of 
such a farm distributed in the east and 
tbe’ old countries would give reliable 
information to intending immigrants 
and would prove of material assistance 
in attracting them to our section, thus 
making it an important factor in any 
immigration policy. We all look for, 
and expect an active and intelligent 
Northwest policy, ably conducted, from 
the new government and we all 
hope that this district will be given an 
experimental farm at as early a date as 
possibls. The Indian Head farm is too 
far away to be an object lesson to our 
farmers, and there is considerable dif- 
ference between the natural features of 
our country and that round Indian 
Head, as well as differences in climate.

MINISTERIAL BYE-ELECTIONS. 


Montreal Star. 

The ministerial elections just con- 
eluded are a reminder of the wise 
guarantees provided by our institutions 
for securing and safe-guarding the inde- 

of parliament. The powers 
and privileges of the British parliament 
were not blocked out in an off-hand 
fashion and put inte a written rule by 
some know-it-all of yearsago. They 
have grown with time and changed as 
circumstances required, until today 
they regulate the practices of the great- 
est deliberative body history has known 
The Canadian people happily copied 
the form cf the British government and 
are trying to live up to its spit. Qne 
fundamental principle contended for in 
the days of the Stuarts and finally estab- 
lished was that- parliament should be 
free and independent. It represented 
the people and therefore should.not be 
under the control or infiuence of the 
erown or the paid servants of the 
crown. The enforcement of this prin- 
ciple was at first inadequately provided 
for and imperfectly carried out. To 
day our regulations, embodied in inde- 
pendence of parliament acts, are string- 
ent and their operatidn on the whole 
successful. No person holding an 
office under the crown or under the 
government of Canada to which any 
emolument is attached can be a mem- 
ber of the House of commons; nor can 
a person who has a contract with the 
government or who shares in the profit 
of such a contract. 

Such was not always the law or the 
practice in Cazada. in the old legisla- 
tures seats were held by judges and 
other officers in the pay of the crown. 
This was carried to such an extent that 
in the elections of 1800 there were re- 
turned to the assembly of Lower Can- 
ada ten government placemen, being 
one-fifth of the extire number of mem- 
bers. The feeling against this practice 
became strong, and the legislatures of 
Upper and Lower Canada passed 
statutes prohibiting judges from sitting 
in the assemblies. It was also enacted 
that upon the acceptance of certain 
offices members vacated their seats, 
but might seek re-election at the hands ! 
of their constituents This was the 
first step towards requiring members of 
the executive council, now members of 
the ministry, to be re-elected after ac- 
eepting office. 

‘After the union of 1841 the legisla 
ture gave considerable attention to the 
better securing of the independence of 
the assembly. In 1844 Attorney-Ger- 
eral Lafcntaine’s bill was passed, and 
became ‘hie basis of all subsequent legis- 
lation on this subject. The law was 
re-enacted and amended during the 
first session after confedefation, and 
further improved in 1878 by the bill of 
the late Hon R. Laflamms. As the 
law now stands, the independence of 
parliament is pretty thoroughly guard- 
ed, and, generally speaking, the only 
men in the service and pay of the 
crown who can hold seats in the house 
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fonee. The duties of these “ eoinmer-

The immigration 
policy of the present government is to 
promote the welfare and contentment 
of pioneer settlers, leaving the latter 
to aclicit the immigration of friends 
and relatives The ahove suggestion 
being right in line with the liberal 
policy should find favor with the new 
government. 


FREE WITH PUBLIC MONEY. 


Our Ottawa correspondent today 
mentions some facts connected with the 
department of Indian affairs whieh 
serve to show how completely rotten- 
ness permeated the late administration 
at Ottawa. It is hard to imagine any- 
thing more dastardiy than the plunder 
ing of the Indian wards of the country 
for the benefit of political favorites, brit 
that is the offence charged against those 
who have of late controlled the depart 
ment. Selling a timber limit to a tory 
partizan for $13,000 when its value 
was at least $30,000 may be good 
polities, in tory eyes, but it is a piece of 
immorality that the people generally 
ean hardiv be asked to admire. The 
transaction is now pretty well known te 
be ofa piece with the whole scheme of 
administration carried on by the late 
government. In a speech in Brome 
county the other day Minister Tarte 
had something further te say comcern- 
ing the state in which he found the de- 
partment of public works. He had 
discovered that on the 20th of May 
last, just on the eve of the genera! 
election, Minister Desjardins had agreed 
to refer to arbitration the claim of Con- 
tractor Charlebois of $296,000 for 
extras on the Langevin block contract, 
though the department and its officers 
until that time firmly held that only 
$1900 was due. Mr. Tarte said: “The 
minister arranged in euch a way that 
Mr. Fuller, the chief architect of my 
department, made a report to the effect 
that he was zo lenger competent to 
judge in the matter. So whatdid they 
dot Instead of that claim of $1900, 
they admitted that Mr. @hariebois had 
a right to submit a claim of $296,000 
and they passed an order-in-council re 
ferring that claim not to the govern- 
ments own cfficers, but te Mr. Raza, 
the tory organizer of Montreal, and 
Mr. Laforest, with Mr. Shanley as 
referee.” The order-in-council referring 
the claim to arbitration was sent to the 
governor-general on July 10th. After a 
conversation with Architect Fuller, 
Mr. Tarte recommended that the order 
be cancelled, which was done. In the 
ease of a claim presented by Murray 
and Cleveland, in connection with 
Toronto harbor works, Mr. Desjardins 
had agreed to waive the rights of the 
crown and hand the matter over for 
arbitration. By a similar process the 
noted Connollys had secured an award 
of $56,000, money which the depart 
ment and its officers had held to be 
not due. The public works depart 
ment has been quite a profitable stamp- 
ing ground for numerous tory contract- 
ors.— Victoria Tirsss.

A SOUTH AFRICAN HERO. 


Judson’s gallant rescue of women 
and children in an armed wagon is the 
theme of general admiration throughout 
South Africa This conspicuous in- 
stance of modern chivalry was com- 
municated — by* Lient.-General Good- 
encugh to Mr, Chamberlain, who lost 
no time in cabling back by the eastern 
telegraph company’s line: “Her Ma- 
jesty’s government highly commend 
devoted gallantry of patrol in bringing 
in women and children from .Mazoe, 
and deeply regret loss of valuable lives.” 
In using this language, Mr. Chamber- 
lain did but express, we are sure, the 
feelings of the Queen and of all classes 
of her subjects. Quite dramatic was 
the story as related in the despatch from 
Fort Salisbury: ‘Fort Salisbury,— 
The quietude which prevailed here on 
Saturday, (June 20), was rudely dis- 
turbed by the appearance of two men, 
Armott and Hendricks—the latter of 
whom was wounded—who dashed up 
to the fort with the news that a patrol 
from the Alice Mine, accompanied by 
women, were fighting for their lives. 
The patrol was stated to be surrounded 
by large bodies of ihe enemy. The patrol 
message asked for the assistance of 
100 men, with Maxim gun Unfort- 
nnately, it was impossibly to send the 
much needed reinforcement. as under 
209 rifles were available in Foit Salis- 
bury for the defence of 200 women 
collected there. At 8 o’clock at night, 
however the sentries challenged a wag- 
on and escort. This was Judson, Nes- 
bitt and Oglivie’s patrol with women 
from Alice. The wagon was protected 
with breastworks of corrugated iron, 
which was riddled with bullets. Loud 
-heer$ were raised as the gallant little 
oarty passed into the laager, It was 
found that seven of the patrol were 
killed. Judson had killed 12 of the 
rebels with a shotgun, from which he 
had fired 200 rounds of ammunition 
during the struggle. The women had 
supplied the party with ammunition. 
Lieut.-General Goodenough says Car- 
rington had heard at Buluwayo that 
Judson had desperate fighting for a day 
and night, rebels getting up to six 
yards from the wagon and shooting 
well. Seven men—-Blakiston, Rout- 
ledge, C. Maggee, MsPhail, Jcaobs, 
Von Staaden and Dickinson—were 
led, and four wounded, Fourteen 
orses and all the mules killed.”—Van- 
uver World.

A Havana dispatch Aug. 4th, says: A 
decree published by Captain-General Weyler 
annonnces that the crew of filibusterer’s 
vessels as well as their eaptains will be con- 
sidered as exempt from responsibility, and 
enjoying immunity from punishment if they 
deliver up the mémbers of such expeditions, 
or cause them to be seized by Spanish cruis- 
ers, in which case they will secure the 
rewards, $24,000 for steamers and $9,000 for

from Montana in a band of Canadian Crees 
whom Uncle Sam hal become weary of 
harboring—were put on preliminary trial 
last week befere Supt. Perry at the Regina 
police barracks. The magistrate did not 
deem the evidence adduced sufficiently con- 
clusive to warrant the sending of the 
prisoners down for trial. They were ac- 
cordingly released, and left next day for 
Onion lake, enveloped in a feeling of secur- 
ity that had not been their portion for at 
least eleven years.

THE ST. ALBERT AFFAIR. 


Before Insp. Snyder, J. P., at St. Albert, 
last Monday and Tuesday fifty-six men ap- 
peared in connection with the course they 
had taken ia pulling down the house of 
Louis Como at Big lake last Wednesday. 
KE. C. Emery appeared te prosecate for the 
crown and A. Prince defended the accused. 
The party consisted of twelve Indians from 
Michel’s reserve, forty half breeds, and the 
others were whites. All the evidence the 
crown had to produce was to the effect that 
all were present, and there was no difficulty 
in substantiating that. Those against 
whom warrants were issued were joined by 
the others who submitted themselves to the 
eourt and threw in their lot in one common 
cause. The evidence irom the crown was 
therefore purely formal. The other evidence 
showed that this was the first year they 
had been compelled totake out permits to 
cut hay on the lands left by the receding of 
the water. C. Verstrate took out his per- 
mit and paid the money on condition that 
he was to have his money returned to him 
when Mageau’s matter was settled. He 
did not know how the affair otf Wednesday 
had been organized, but knew it was to pro- 
tect their river lots. They thought if they 
put Como off it would prevent others from 
squatting on other river lots. They thought 
by demolishing Como’s house the were do- 
ing something good. 

Mageau, who claimed the land on which 
Como’s house had been built, said that; he 
had always for 23 yeurs past believed him- 
self to bethe owner of river lot F. ard al- 
ways resided there. He bought the lot in 
the first place in order to get a water front. 
The crowd joined together in order to 
render justice. In ing to defend his 
land they thought they were defending 
their own. The land that Como had enter- 
ed for was surveyed two years ago. At 
that time the land was as it is now. but 
there was 18 inches of water this spring 
where Como’s house was. Five or six of 
the young men in the crowd carried guns. 
They thought they were doing vo harm. 
He did not know who arranged the meeting 
but he was told to meet there. They 
arranged to go and pull Como’s house down 


and clear the land. There was no road | 


over his land to Como’s house. 

If Como had been at his house when the 
crowd arrived there he might have opposed 
them, but there were only two old men and 
a boyathome. The justice comritted the 
whole of the 56 {or trial, allowing them out 
on their own recognizances.
